TRANSFERS OF [The following summary is an attempt to present a 


POPULATION comprehensive picture on the basis of the innumerable 
IN EUROPE and often conflicting statements and claims in news- 


papers, periodicals, reports, and releases, aswell as 
in conversations with individual refugees. Obviously, its detailed 
authenticity cannot be substantiated.] 


The displacements and migrations of peoples are common correlates 
of wars and revolutions. The Finnish-Russian War displays what might 
almost be called the usual pattern of war and post-war migration. 
The bombing of cities, the destruction of homes, and flight from the 
combat zones created a gigantic refugee problem during the war. Then, 
by the terms of the peace of March, 1940, large areas were ceded to 
the U.S.S.R. Approximately 370 thousand persons had already been 
evacuated from their homes in the ceded areas; almost all of the 100 
thousand still there chose to move within the new frontiers of Fin- 
land rather than to become subject to the U.S.S.R. Thus in addition 
to rehabilitating a war—devasted country, Finland must resettle with- 
in her restricted frontiers about 470 thousand persons, one-eighth of 
her total population. 


The extensive transfers of population now taking place in cen- 
tral Europe represent a type of migration somewhat different from that 
ordinarily associated with wars and national conflicts in the West. 
The German emphasis on the supreme value of race has furnished at 
least the rationalization for vast transfers of peoples designed to 
create ethnically homogeneous areas. The expulsion of the Jews from 
Germany was the first overt manifestation of this policy. In 1933, 
the Jewish population of Germany was 502 thousand; of Austria, 192 
thousand. Sir John Simon estimated the Jewish population on April l, 
1939 as 300 thousand for Germany and 102 thousand for Austria. These 
figures do not include the so-called non-Aryan Christians. 


The prospects for further transfers of Jewish people have been 
enhanced by recent territorial changes. The Sudetenland and Bohemia- 
Moravia contained approximately 118 thousand Jews, while there were 
approximately 1,750 thousand in that portion of Poland which became 
subject to German domination. Thus an estimated total of more than 
2,500 thousand Jews, over one-fourth of those inall Europe, have be- 
come subject to the racial laws and policies of the Third Reich. 
Some of the migratory movements affecting these groups will be dis- 
cussed later. 


The number of Jews subject to the racial laws of Italy is much 
smaller. The racial census of October, 1938 showed 58,425 Jews, in- 
cluding recent immigrants who were subsequently exiled. Approximately 
10 thousand Italian Jews have since left the country. 


These earlier migrations concerned primarily Jews and individual 
refugees. Evidence of a more widespread use of the technique of the 
transmigration of peoples in the service of the racial state appeared 
when the German and Italian governments concluded arrangements de- 
Signed to create a permanent territorial and ethmological frontier. 
To this end the inhabitants of German extraction in the Italian South

Tyrol were given until December 31, 1939 to decide whether they wish 
to remain in Italy or to be transferred to Germany. The results of 
the votes of option in the Upper Adige, as released January 11, 1940, 
are show in the following table, by provinces.

thousand persons had been received into Germany by the latter part of 
1939, primarily in the Austrian Tyrol, near Innsbruck. The others 
are to be evacuated prior to December 31, 1942. 


In aspeech to the Reichstag on October 6, 1939, Hitler extended 
this racial policy to include the resettlement in Germany of all Ger- 
man minority groups in eastern and southeastern Europe. This policy, 
he said, was designed to establish definite racial borders between 
Germany and other countries, and thus to contribute tothe stabiliza- 
tion of international relations. It is impossible to present any 
complete picture of the movements which have occurred since last Oc- 
tober, although the general picture which emerges from a considera- 
tion of available evidence is one of migrations in process which will 
change the distribution of ethnic groups in central Europe. 


Apparently very little has been done to implement the German 
policy with reference to the transfer of the Germans from the Balkan 
nations to Germany. However, conversations were begun immediately 
with the Baltic states, andagreements were concluded with Estonia on 
October 15, 1939, and with Latvia on October 30, 1939. These agree- 
ments provided for the permanent migration of German citizens or 
members of the German minority who desire to migrate, with detailed 
arrangements for the transfer of the property of migrants. Trustee 
administrations were set up to liquidate this property over a period 
of time, the balance due Germany tobe paid through increased exports 
to Germany. Preliminary registrations were carried out in Lithuania, 
but no actual treaties and population transfers have yet been effected. 


The German minorities previous to the agreements were estimated 
as 62 thousand in Latvia, and 16 thousand in Estonia. Actual emigra- 
tion began very soon after the agreements were signed. On December 
15, 1939 the last Baltic German emigrants left Latvia; almost 48 
thousand of the 62 thousand eligible to migrate had done so. The mi- 
gration from Estonia was practically complete by the end of January, 
1940; about 12,500 of the German minority of 16 thousand had migrated. 
The majority of these Baltic Germans appear to have been settled tem- 
porarily in Gdynia, Danzig, Orlowo, and Stettin, and then transferred 
to the interior of the Reich or to various towns in Annexed Poland. 








Soon after the conquest of Poland and the delimitation of the 
new Russo-German frontier, the German government separated its sphere 
of influence in Poland into two distinct parts. The western part was 
annexed to Germany, to be resettled by Germans and thus to become an 
integral part of the German nation. The central part, the Government 
General, was to be ruled as a separate province by a German governor 
in Cracow, and to become a strictly Polish-Jewish area. The execu-+ 
tion of this scheme would necessitate complicated population trans- 
fers. So far as Annexed Poland is concerned, it would require the 
following steps: 1. Transfer of the Russian minorities tothe U.S.5.R. 
2. Evacuation of Poles and Jews to the Government General. 3. Immi- 
gration of Germans. In central Poland, it would mean the following 
transfers: 1. Evacuation of Germans to Annexed Poland or Germany. 
2. Transfer of Russians to the U.S.S.R. 3. Immigration of Poles and 
Jews. In Russian Poland the plan would involve the emigration of 
Germans and the immigration of Russian minorities. The available 
evidence indicates that all these movements are in process at’ the 
present time. 


A Soviet-German accord, concluded November 3, 1939, provided 
that all Germans residing in the western Ukraine and westerm White 
Russia, and all Ukranians, White Russians, Russians, and Ruthenians 
residing in the former Polish territories now within the German 
sphere of influence had the right to migrate to the territory of the 
other state. Detailed arrangements were made concerning the liqui- 
dation and transfer of property and similar questions. Dr. Hans 
Frank, governor of the Government General, announced recently that 
600 thousand Russians would be transferred to the U.S.S.R. under this 
agreement. This number is considerably larger than the total number 
of Russians, Ruthenians, Ukranians, etc., contained in both Annexed 
Poland and the Government General, according to the Polish Census of 
1931. The transfers apparently are in progress at the present time, 
though no estimates of the numbers involved are available. An addi- 
tional agreement completed March 19, 1940 at Cracow, provided for 
an exchange of refugees between the Government General of Poland and 
Russian Poland. An estimated 14 thousand former residents of Russian 
Poland who fled before the invading Russian army are to be returned 
to the U.S.S.R. in the near future. 


The German policy with reference to western Poland appears to 
involve the evacuation of all Polish people except those needed for 
' labor, either on the farms or in the factories. All Polish property 
was confiscated by the German state; the Poles themselves, regardless 
of the length of their residence, were declared subject to deporta- 
tion to the Government General. No accurate information is available 
on the extent of the population transfers which have occurred to date. 
Polish sources estimate that by December the Germans had evacuated 
1,200 thousand persons from Annexed Poland to the Government General, 
and that the deportations are still in process. 


The conditions of this mass migration may be indicated by the 
Situation in Gdynia. In mid-October, 1939, the Germans started eva- 
cuating Polish citizens to provide temporary living quarters for the 
Baltic Germans. The Poles were required to leave their homes intact, 
and take only a suitcase, 25 marks, and food for 36 hours. They were 
transported to various stations in the Government General, and dis- 











embarked, to be caréd for by the local Polish people or to live as 
best they could. By mid-November, when the evacuation of Gydnia was 
stopped because of the labor shortage, over 36 thousand of the 80 
thousand Poles were gone. Those remaining had to register for labor 
service, and were forced toevacuate their homes and move to temporary 
shelters on the periphery of the city. 


This estimated out-migration of 1,200 thousand Poles from Annex- 
ed Poland (to the end of December, 1939) has been partially balanced 
by the immigration of Germans from the Baltic countries, Russian Po- 
land, and Germany. What the future plans orrealities will be for An- 
nexed Poland obviously cannot be predicted. The policy seems to be 
to deport all the intellectuals, professional people, and middle and 
upper classes generally, and to leave a sub-stratum of labor, which 
is to be Germanized. In 1931 there were approximately 8,915 thousand 
persons in what is now Annexed Poland; over 500 thousand of these 
were Germans and hence not now subject todeportation. The remainder, 
including Poles, Jews, and Russians, would be subject to deportation 
or exchange. If 1,200 thousand Poles had been deported by the end of 
1939, then over seven million persons remained. There are conflict- 
ing reports as to German intentions with reference to these people; 
one report is that the Germans plan to deport only 2,500 thousand; 
another that they plan to leave only about two million Poles, a pro- 
ject which would involve further deportations of millions of persons. 


The extent of the immigration into the Government General is 
also a matter of surmise. The Polish estimates are that two million 
persons have been moved in. The situation of the Poles from Annexed 
Poland tends to be aggravated by the fact that able-bodied males were 
sent into Germany for labor service. Hence the deportees contain a 
large proportion of dependents. In addition to the Poles, Jews from 
Germany proper, Austria, Annexed Poland, and the Protectorate of 
Bohemia-Moravia have been deported, especially to the vicinity of 
Lublin. Plans have been alternately announced and repudiated for cre- 
ating there aJewish ghetto 30 miles square to hold anestimated three 
million Jews. Barracks were constructed for about 120 thousand, but 
no estimates were ascertainable as to the total number of Jewish de- 
portees or the number in the Lublin area. There are reports of the 
creation of large ghettoes elsewhere; the New York Times of March i6, 
1940 reports that 80 thousand Jews, consisting of both original in- 
habitants and deportees, are being pushed into ghettoes in Cracow. 


The situation within the Government General is obviously acute. 
Most of the area is very poor, and food supplies were depleted by the 
war, the army cccupation, and the absence of normal facilities for 
exchange. Large epidemics have not occurred, due to innoculation 
when sporadic cases of typhoid, typhus, and cholera appeared. Polish 
sources estimate that six or seven million persons in the Government 
General will face the danger of starvation before the harvest unless 
there is outside aid: two million deportees; 750 thousand persons in 
the partially demolished toms, including 500 thousand in Warsaw; 
1,800 thousand refugees from burned villages who are wandering home- 
less, crowded especially around the railroad stations; about 600 
thousand persons at forced labor who get one meal a day in lieu of 
wages; and at least one million children under 16 who are completely 
dependent. 
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There are numerous other transfer and refugee problems in Europe: 
the Spanish refugees in France; the Jewish refugees in the various 
countries; the Polish refugees in the Vilna area ceded to Lithuania, 
as well as in Hungary and Roumania; and still others. Little is 
known of conditions in the Protectorate of Bohemia-Moravia, except 
that an unknow proportion of the Jewish population has been moved to 
the Government General of Poland. The Czech government in Paris 
stated on March 15, 1940 that 250 thousand Czech industrial workers 
and farm hands were engaged in forced labor in Germany. 


These transfers of population bring into sharp focus the nation- 
ality problems of central Europe. Available statistics reveal no na- 
tions, and few large regions, of complete ethnic homogeneity. The 
doctrine of the self-determination of nationalities, so popular at 
the end of the 1914-1918 war, and stressed even through the Sudeten- 
land and Danzig crises, has proven difficult if not impossible to ad- 
minister because of the territorial dispersion of the various groups. 
The movements of peoples sketched in the preteding paragraphs reveal 
an attempt to solve the problem through the deliberate creation of 
ethnically homogeneous areas. 


The ultimate consequences of these moves obviously will depend 
upon the course of the war. If there is a German defeat, a terri- 
torial distribution of peoples will have been created which will make 
the restitution of previous territorial frontiers extremely difficult. 
On the other hand, if the statements of German leaders indicate the 
nature of German plans, then a German-dominated peace would involve 
the migration of all Jews from Greater Germany and the solution of 
the minority problems of Poland and the entire Danube Basin by a vast 
transmigration of peoples. 


POPULATION AND The relation of war to the dynamics of population 
PEACEFUL CHANGE has been the subject of considerable speculation 

and some research. The more vital problem of the 
relation of population factors to the maintenance of peace has remain- 
ed a comparatively neglected field. In 1935, the International Stud- 
ies Conference began aconsideration of peaceful change in the status 
quo as a means of reducing the likelihood of war. The subjects cho- 
sen for particular analysis were population, raw materials, and col- 





. onies. The Proceedings of the Conference, held in Paris in 1937, and 





a volume systematizing and summarizing the material on population 
have been published recently. [See Titles 502 and 526, this issue. | 


A full consideration of the relation of population factors to 
the achievement of equitable and peaceful international relations was 
prevented by the terms of reference of the Conference. According to 
the General Rapporteur, "questions of population, of migration, etc. 
concern us... only in so far as they give rise to claims, needs or 
aspirations which imply a modification of the status quo, of the ex- 
isting international relations". This restriction eliminated from 
consideration all population problems except those directly expressed 
in the formof revisionist claims by nations with at least the poten- 
tial ability to secure redress for their dissatisfaction. Moreover, 
Germany, Italy, and Japan did not participate. Thus the basic orien- 
tation represented the viewpoint of the "satisfied" countries, and 











the procedure of the Conference became primarily an attempt to find 
the basis foraform of demographic appeasement that would contribute 
to the maintenance of the precarious peace in Europe. This attempt 
was further handicapped by the absence of any authoritatively formu- 
lated claims by Germany, Italy, or Japan. In order to proceed with 
the analysis, therefore, it was necessary to assume that such claims 
for revision had been made, and then to examine their validity. 
Wright concluded from his summary of the Conference documents and 
proceedings that the "claims approach" to the solution of internation- 
al problems under these circumstances was not illuminating. 


The major assumption of the Conference argument was that over- 
population, especially the differential pressure of population on re- 
Sources among the various nations, wasamajor factor creating inter- 
national friction. This assumption, which was not subjected to crit- 
ical historical analysis, led immediately into an involved consid- 
eration of the elusive concepts of overpopulation and the optimum 
population. It was found impossible to formulate definitions of these 
concepts in concrete terms that would be relevant to the study of 
peaceful change. Wright concludes that in examining the concept of 
optimum population the Conference was pursuing a "will-o'-the-wisp". 


Temporarily discarding its preoccupation with overpopulation, 
the Conference attempted to discover the ways in which population 
factors were producing friction in the Europe of 1937. The following 
hypotheses concerning the relation between population trends and ex- 
pansionist sentiment were suggested: 1. The continued rise of numbers 
may give rise to the specter of overpopulation in the masses, even 
though the net reproduction rate is below unity. 2. The conscious— 
ness of growing numbers, coupled witha sentiment of manifest destiny, 
may facilitate the conviction that a people are justified in an in- 
perialist expansion policy. 3. The fear of depopulation may itself 
give rise to a desire to neutralize its effects by territorial ex- 
pansion. 4. Deliberate attempts may be made to stimulate the growth 
of population in order to justify or facilitate imperialist action. 
5. Wide territories may be desired to provide the country with greater 
scope for self-expression of certain parts of its population. 6. The 
location of thinly settled countries near densely populated ones may 
encourage the development of predatory international policies. 


With this brief recognition of the fact that both the growth and 
decline of population may produce imbalance between nations, and that 
there are no clear-cut relations between population dynamics and na- 
tional policy, the analysis proceeded to a consideration of remedies 
for the hypothetical overpopulation. Economic measures, including 
industrialization, internal colonization, and the development of in- 
ternational trade, were regarded as offering greater chance of effec- 
tive relief than migration. 


NET REPRODUCTION In 1928, Knibbs published his The Shadow of the 
RATES World's Future, warning even the western nations 

of the imminence of the Malthusian checks. Four 

years later, Burgdorfer published his Volk ohne Jugend, in which he 
envisioned the extinction of the peoples of the West wnless fertility 
were raised. Knibbs' argument was based on a consideration of the 
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rapid rates of increase characteristic of the nineteenth century, 
and the substantial crude rates of natural increase still prevailing 
in the twentieth century. Burgdorfer's argument depended on more 
refined measures of reproductivity, which indicate that, were it not 
for the abnormal age distributions inherited from previous years of 
higher fertility, most of the nations of the West would be declining 
in population at present. 


The Statistics Section of this issue gives both types of evidence 
in the annual compilation of Net Reproduction Rates and Related Vital 
Measures. It presents for many countries the crude rates of natural 
increase as well as measures of intrinsic reproductivity. The former 
show the actual population increase; the latter indicate the ultimate 
trends inherent in present fertility and mortality. 


With the exception of France and Austria, births still exceeded 
deaths in every country for which there are data. More recently, 
Austria, under the impetus of an active National Socialist population 
policy, has rejoined the countries showing an excess of births. In 
the third quarter of 1939 the Austrian birth rate slightly exceeded 
that of the old Germany. Without equally sweeping policies, and even 
apart from the war, England and Sweden were soon due to join France 
in having more deaths than births. Several other countries were not 
far behind. Throughout most of Europe, however, population growth 
will continue for some time. 


The approach of future decline is none the less clear, for in 
15 countries net reproduction rates are below unity. Such a rate 
means that at current age-schedules of fertility and mortality 100 
girl babies would bear fewer than 100 girls in the course of their 
lives. 


The pattern of national differences in Europe is shown on this 
issue's cover chart. Obviously, amap based on net reproduction rates 
for entire countries has an illusory aspect of wniformity. Actually 
there are wide differences in reproductive performance between the 
various classes and regions within each country. In the former 
Czechoslovakia, for instance, fertility was high in Slovakia and 
dropped progressively as one moved westward. In addition, there were 
wide rural-urban and social-economic differentials within each area. 


In Europe as a whole the pattern of reproductivity is somewhat 
similar to that found within any one nation. Net reproduction rates 
are highest in the eastern and southern agrarian areas, and tend to 
decline as one approaches the industrialized and urbanized western 
nations. Russia probably continues to have the most rapid increase, 
although the figures available are both old and of doubtful accuracy. 
Greece, Bulgaria, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Poland, Eire, and the 
Netherlands are the only other ones with reproduction rates above 
unity. Probably, if data were available for the other countries, 
Roumania, Yugoslavia, and Lithuania could be added to the list. Thus 
the Netherlands, and, now perhaps, Greater Germany, are the only 
countries of the industrialized western area in which present fer- 
tility is at the level required for replacement. This position will 
be difficult to hold under conditions of mobilization. 


If current rates of reproduction were to remain unchanged, the 











decline would eventually exceed 20 per cent every thirty years in 
Sweden, England and Wales, Norway, Estonia, and Switzerland, and 10 
per cent in France and Belgium. Even where net reproduction rates 
are still high, they have been falling fast, 


The growing awareness of these trends toward decline innumbers, 
and the resulting aging of the population, have elicited serious con- 
cern in numerous countries. The extensive programs which have been 
adopted by several governments in an attempt to stem the decline prob- 
ably will have to be curtailed during the war. In addition, regard- 
less of the magnitude of the war mortality, there probably will be 
increases in civilian mortality and drastic, even though temporary, 
declines in births. 





THE ECONOMICS In recent years, increasing attention has been giv- 
OF A DECLINING en to the possible role of population increase or 
POPULATION decrease as a factor in the economic system. The 


Economics of a Declining Population, by W. B. 
Reddaway, is a concise theoretical analysis of many aspects of the 
problem, with special reference to England and Wales. His analysis 
is predicated on three assumptions: first, that the present social- 
economic system, or a modified version of it, continues to exist; 
second, that there is acontinuation of peace, since amajor war would 
invalidate any analysis based on the economic situation at the time of 
writing; third, that there is a gradual decline in population, with 
eventual stabilization. 





The basic economic problem in a stationary or declining popula- 
tion is generally conceded to be that of maintaining a high level of 
economic activity without the automatic stimulus of an increasing 
population. Reddaway approaches this problem through an analysis of 
the probable future of unemployment. Particular or frictional unem- 
ployment will tend to increase, for a declining population will re- 
quire more adjustment from an economic system less able to effect it 
smoothly. More important, however, are the level of general unem- 
ployment and the severity of cyclical fluctuations. The argument may 
be stated as follows: barring voluntary or state initiated changes in 
the saving habits of the community, the basic factor in determining 
the level of general unemployment at any given time is the amount of 
capital outlay being undertaken. A stationary or declining popula- 
tion probably will result in a declining volume of capital outlay by 
private interests, unless special measures are taken to maintain it. 
In addition, such capital outlay as is undertaken will be more pre- 
carious and more sensitive to business fluctuations. 


Thus, inastationary or declining population, unemployment will 
tend to increase, unless special measures are taken. This qualifying 
phrase is stressed, since there is a general tendency to eliminate 
consideration of the "special measures" and to use the unqualified 
statement as an economic argument for measures designed to increase 
the birth rate. Reddaway emphasizes that the difficulties inherent 
in the problem of securing capital outlay adequate to maintain a sat- 
isfactory level of economic activity in a declining population are 
essentially man-made, i.e., they are not due to the niggardliness of 
nature but to man's lack of ingenuity in manipulating a particular 
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economic system. 


"Suppose it were possible, by elaborate action, to raise 
the birth-rate by an appreciable amount; would this be a sen- 
sible thing to do? Failing all else, perhaps it would, and 
of course there may be plenty of other reasons for wanting to 
do it. But what acommentary on the ingenuity of homo sapiens! 
That he should be reduced to laboriously increasing the number 
of children born in order that we may keep up the level of 
capital outlay, and so avert a slump, by making it attractive 
to build houses for them to live in!" 


Provided the problem of general unemployment is solved about as 
well as in the past, and that England is not engaged in a major war, 
a stationary or moderately declining population will tend to produce 
a rise in real income per person employed, probably at a more rapid 
rate than in the past. Wages will probably rise relative to the in- 
come from capital, and the changing age distribution and size of fam- 
ily will produce shifts in the distribution of income between groups. 





The primary budgetary problems of England are the gigantic costs 
of general unemployment, the increasing outlays for national defence, 
the increased burden of maintaining the social services at their ac- 
customed level, and the inevitable pressure for improved services. 
Population decline becomes a budgetary problem primarily as it inten- 
sifies the frequency and duration of slumps. Also, if the decline is 
accompanied by an increasing average real income, it may augment the 
demands for the improvement and liberalization of the social services 
of the state. The fact that a given national debt will have to be 
liquidated by a smaller number of people is a matter oi minor impor- 
tance. 


Reddaway's general conclusion is that, at least under present 
conditions, population factors seldom dominate the economic situa- 
tion. They only render more or less difficult certain problems of 
economic adjustment already existent in the English economy. How- 
ever, the economic arguments thirty or forty years from now will be 
different should the rate of population decline increase sharply and 
show no signs of leveling off. [See Title 517, this issue.] 





POPULATION , Gunnar Myrdal, in his Population, aProblem for Demo- 
A PROBLEM FOR cracy, considers the wider implications of a progres- 
DEMOCRACY sive decline of fertility. Obviously, the economic, 


social, and political consequences of the population 
decline anticipated in the industrialized civilizations of the West 
depend on the magnitude and rapidity of the change. Reddaway assumes 
a gradual decline, possibly followed by stabilization atalower lev- 
el. An analysis of the economic consequences of a continuation of 
the precipitous decline characteristic of the recent past would, in 
his opinion, be comparable to writing a treatise on the economics of 
the end of the world. Myrdal believes that marital fertility will 
continue to decline as birth control becomes more efficient and wide- 
ly accepted. The high birth rates still prevailing among some groups 
and in some areas are merely social lags in a dynamic development. 
Hence, "a reproduction rate sufficient to actually increase the pop- 
ulation isan unreasonable and impossible goal fora population policy 









































in a land like Sweden, and I think generally in the western world, a 
stationary population constituting the maximum possibility even with 
the strongest population policy". 


This pessimistic view leads Myrdal to the belief that not even 
peace or warisso basic in the long time destinies of nations as the 
trend of the population. Within the next few decades, the ideologi- 
cal crisis produced when peoples realize the existence of decline and 
face the possibilities of national extinction will lead to a situa- 
tion in which political and social life will be dominated by the pop- 
ulation problem. Thus, to Myrdal, population is the focal point of 
a series of problems involving the dynamics of the economic systen, 
the reorganization of the entire distributive system, and the contin- 
ued existence of democracy itself.

A discussion 
of the relation between population, an- 
nual births, and the life table is fol- 
lowed by the determination of values 
(mortality rate, age distribution, etc.) 
in a population with aconstant geometric 
rate of growth. A parallel treatment 
deals with populations experiencing vary- 
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ing rates of growth, in particular a rate 
following the logistic curve. 

The second section concerns the intrin- 
sic rates of birth, death, and natural 
increase and their calculation. 

The third section, on the distribution 
in time of the descendants of a popula- 
tion element, proceeds from the case of 
the descendants of a generation born at 
the same time to the more general case of 
a population at all ages. 

The fourth section, "Indices and mea- 
sures of natural increase", examines the 
relation between annual births in two 
years separated by the average interval 
between two generations, analyses the re- 
placement index (based on the ratio of 
children 0-5 to women 15-45), and con- 
trasts the advantages and disadvantages 
of various measures of natural increase. 

The fifth section examines various re- 
lationships bearing on family composi- 
tion in a closed population subject to 
fixed mortality and fertility: the pro- 
portion married and the marriage rate;
